During an lnterropUon on 8 August 1945, ha warned against the Rus- 
sian emigration, Felt that the Russian emigres bad tha political 
co nce pt s of the 18th, Oeataxy and no Idea of nodarn social institu- 
tions. Tbelr idea xaa to return to St, Petersburg and ha reinstated 
la their antiquated functions. On 11 August 1945, be said that the 
plan for German colonisation of Russia as far as the Dnieper was 
•hear nonsense. Said that the Caucasians, White Rnthenlans and Ukrain- 
ians wart even more highly individualistic than the Russians and there- 
fore originally more opposed to the Soyiot aystsra of oClectirisation,
